School bus policy 
to be restudied’ 


The Upland Elementary 
School District Board of Trus- 
tees Tuesday night ordered a 
restudy and reevaluation of its 
policy regarding the 1.3 mile 
distance rule on providing bus 
transportation to elementary 
school children, 

Vern Orum, school superin-e 
tendent, recommended the study 
after conferences with a group 
of parents headed by Tom Hud- 
son who felt that bus transpor- 
tation for their area in the 
Montrose and Spencer residen- 
tial districts to Citrus Elemen- 
tary school was necessitated by 
hazardous walking routes. 

Orum said that in light of 
the problem pointed up by this 
group and problems in other 
areas of the city he felt the 
distance standard should beie- 
evaluated to develop a new po- 
licy that is satisfactory to 
everyone, 

Hudson said he was pleased 
with the reaction the Board 
showed to Orum’s suggestion, 
although he wanted to remind 
the Board that the parents in 
the Montrose-Spencer area 
were still concerned specificale 
ly about transportation in their 
area. He added that he felt a 
reevaluation of the bus schee 
duling would on merit include 
that area ina new bus system. 


Hudson commented that he 


believed Orum had, ‘‘opened a 
Pandora’s box,.’? 

Conclusions from a restudy 
of Board policy will be pre-e 
sented at the January Board 
meeting. Orum stated that ifa 
reevaluation shows that more 
buses are necessary they can 
be purchased and readied for 
the next school year, beginning 
in September, 

Jay Lehman, president of the 
Board, said that after talking to 
other school districts regarding 
their bus policies he felt that, 
‘Serious consideration should 
be given to modifying the policy 
as it is,”’ 

Another aspect regarding the 
children’s safe passage to 
school which should be looked 
into, Lehman said, concerned 
the construction of sidewalks in 
areas near the schools. 

‘Perhaps we could prevail 
upon the city to put permanent 
Sidewalks in some of these 
areas,” Lehman said. 

Earlier the school and traf- 
fic safety committee had re- 
ported that the walking routes 
for the children of the Mont- 
rose-Spencer areas were -dee- 
quate, to which the parents 
Stated they were in 100 per cent 
disagreement with the commit. 
tee’s report. 

Orum said the com mittee was 
operating under the Boards cure 
rent policy not transporting stu- 
dents who live within 1.3 miles 


of the school, which Orum said 
points up a need for a study of 
that policy. 

More than 25 parents attended 
the Board meeting, and while 
they had not gained immediate 
transportation or a solution to 
their problem, Orum said they 
pointed out to the Board an 
area of concern that needed 
reconsideration district-wide.

Campus-abroad wins 
trustees’ approval 


A Chaffey College campus 
in Spain Tuesday became more 
real and immediate than a fare 
off gleam in a professor’s eye. 

The project, as basically dee 
lineated, was approved unani- 
mously by Chaffey trustees, 
contingent on the passing of 
state legislation authorizing 
junior colleges to offer overe 
seas courses. 

Other stipulative 
any new legislation are fund- 
ing based on average daily 
attendance abroad and recogni- 
tion of college credits. 

The California Junior Cole 
lege Association, prompted by 
Chaffey’s campus-abroad 
movement, is currently drawe 
ing up a proposal for presene 
tation to the legislature in Jane 
uary. 

Existing law relating to pub- 
lic education permits only the 
University of California and 
State colleges to offer instruce 
tion abroad, 

The Chaffey board in the same 
action gave the green light for 
the organization of a citizens’ 
advisory committee to implee 
meut the program. The come

areas of responsibility for stue 
dents, parents, participating 


faculty and college. 

As reported by language arts 
division chairman Michael E, 
Malone, Chaffey could make use 
of the Institute of North Amer- 
ican Studies in Barcelona, The 
Institute was founded as a mue 
tual effort of the United States 
and Spanish governments to fose 
ter intercultural relationships.

Plans are afoot for the consolidation 
of foothill justice courts intoa municipal 
court, 

The plans call for abandonment of the 
Upland and Cucamonga Justice Courts 
and districts with consolidation Into the 
Ontario Judicial District so that one gi- 
gantic judicial district «-- Ontarlo «- 
covers the entire area, 

There will no longer be a justice court 
in Upland, nor one in Cucamonga. Ine 
stead there will be another Municipal 
Court, to be located In Ontario, 

This proposal no longer is idle talk, 
Practically all the judges and the lawe- 
yers want it, and those lawyers against 
the plan are afraid to speak out because 
they know they have to appear before 
judges and cannot risk the wrath of the 
judge's bias,

Another plan possible ts to keep the 
Upland Judictal District and the Cuca- 
monga Judicial District, and when they 
get big enough -- turn them into Municl- 
pal Court Districts, 

This tan’t far away, either, 
right now!! 

The Upland Judictal District alone now 
has the required 40,000 persons within 
the district. This district tncludes Up- 
land and Mt, Baldy, and in 1966 -. TITS 
YEAR «« just reached the magical 40,000 
mark, 

So we think it highly proper to turn 
thia district into a Muniletpal Court 
District now, 

The people in this Upland area must 
remember that Upland soon will be a 
elty of 90,000 people, Along with other 
areas in this district such as Mt, Baldy, 
this district will have 100,000 people in 
it... and certainly deserve, from a 
standpoint of local home rule, to have 
their own judicial district.

Our schools would end up with a dis- 
trict of 110 schools, the third largest 
district In the State of California -- just 
like the sprawling, overcrowded {mper- 
sonal Los Angeles district. 

Likewlse, our courts will end up all 
in one big system, far removed from the 
people and the local area. 


A judge, highly respected, recently 
told the publisher of this newspaper that 
his stand on the judicial merger into the 
Ontario system was ‘“provinctal,’’ 
‘against the interests of the people,’’ 
and represented “false pride.’”’ 

The publisher responded that this 
might be so, that he was willing to sub- 
mit the matter to the people for their 
decision, 

The judge said it was NOT a matter 
for the people to decide, that It was an 
‘administrative matter’? and was not 
like the school untfication problem, In 
short, he would refuse to let the people 
decide the issue, but would arbitrarily 
wipe out the Upland and Cucamonga jus- 
tice courts BECAUSE THE JUDGESAND 
LAWYERS WANT IT THAT WAY, 

Of course, this ts where this newspa- 
per, as well as its publisher got off the 
discussion, for we belleve that the people 
are the basis of this government, execu- 
tive branches, legislative, and certainly 
the judicial. 

The people have the right to set up a 
judictal system that they want, not what 
some judge wants us to have, 

We violently disagree on this point 
with the judge -- and we now submit to 
the people the court issue, And belleve 
us, the tine to begin to get excited about 
this court matter ts NOW, for pretty 
soon we won't haye a justice court or a 
judicial system for {t will be wiped out 
before we even know what ts happening. 


The court system depends on politics, 
both city politics and county politics 
and state politics.

I was aghast at your editorial 
recommendation given for your 
opposition to the California Su. 
preme Court justices, I would 
be the first to affirm your 
right to recommend a NO vote 
because you didn’t agree with 
their political philosophies o1 
views, But, when you give a 
reason the fact they did not 
obey the will of the people in 
regard to the constitutionality 
of Proposition 14, T have to vio. 
lently disagree with you, 

If you are not aware of the 
constitutional system of checks 
and balances and the historical 
function of the court to decide 
matter of constitutionality, then 
you have no business making 
recommendations in regard to 
how people vote. If you are 
aware, then you must have for- 
gotten when you gave the justi- 
fication that they should be con. 
demned because they did not 
follow the will of the people, 

Iam sure that those of you 
who supported Prop. 14 knew 
that there were serious doubts 
as to its constitutionality when 
it was proposed for the ballot.
